In the letter Teemer said; "My people will 
back me for any amount, and we can make 
money by letting Jake win." Oaudaur was 
agreeable to tbe proposition himself, but 
knew his bacier, Mr. St John, would not 
be a party to it, so h» told the latter be be- 
lieved he could beat Teemer in a fair race. 
St. John agreed to back him, and the match 
was made. 


Did Not Suit Teenier. 


Tbe day before the race the four m-.'U met 


at McKeesport and Gauluar and Teenier 
tried their skill on the sly, when the fact 
developed that Gauduar could easily win tbe 
race on his merits. This did not suit Teem- 
er. who according to Hainm, had been play- 
ing a double game all along, intending 
really to win big money both ways by de- 
feating Gaudaur.
